SOMETHING certainly seems 
to happen to the body with the 
coming of spring. At least, it hap­ 
pens in northern climates and it 
happens to some bodies. The older 
the body the lees likely you are to 
r« act to this influence. 
It may take different forma. It 
may be spring fever when you just 
want to lie down and brood. Or it 
may be a restlessness, like the mi­ 
gration of bird*. Or it may be the 
nesting instinct, like bird*, too, the 
tender passion, called by biologist* 
lev*. 
Debatable Question 


Why this should happen in the 
spring is debatable. It doesn't hap­ 
pen in the fall, or other changes 
of seasons. It may be the long 
period of lack of sunlight, and the 
enforced indoor life we lead in the 
winter. It may be glands. 
We cannot in these days ascribe 
it to the dietary restrictions of 
winter, as was done with some 
justice fifty year* ago. Nowadays, 
transportation and refrigeration 
of food is so perfected that our 
winter diet contains almost as 
much fresh fruit and vegetables 
as our summer diet. This means 
that our supply of vitamins ii 
pretty even the year round, except 
for the vitamin* created by sun­ 
shine on the skin. 
Deficiency Disease 
In other days, the vitamin de­ 
ficiency disease of spring in chil­ 
dren was rickets, due to lack ol ex­ 
posure to sun during the winter 
months. But nowadays we have 
found that what the sun did was 
to create Vitamin D in the skin, 
so we supply children with Vita­ 
min D by mouth all through .he 
winter and our rickets problem is 
almost non-existent. 
Some 
re- I 
mains, however, w as even reported * 
from sunny California the other 
day~so eternal vigilance must be 
practiced. 
In older people in former times 1 
a stuffiness of the skin occurred 
in the spring. It was probably a 
form of scurvy or pellagra due to 
salt meat and preserved food diet 
in the winter. The old ladies used 
to say the scruff would get off their 
hands w hen they could get out and 


pick them a mess of dandelion 
green* and they were probably 
right But those days are also 
gone. 
Spring Fever Glands 


As to the glands causing spring 
fever, it’s hard to say. There may 
be a sort of preliminary let-down 
in their activity which corresponds 
to the feeling of spring fever, fol­ 
lowed by a surge of gushing (error 
which corresponds to th# later 
nesting instinct But we can't 
measure those acurately and mere­ 
ly have to guess 
In the middle ages in some parts 
of Europe, spring was marked by 
the dancing mania. One warm day 
the people of a village would hear 
far off the sounds of a pipe, and 
down the road would come th# 
piper, and they would rush from 
their houses and dance and dance 
for days and nights until they fell 
exhausted. Lucky are those who 
can hear those pipes in these days.
